Michael Shutterly, four-time Jeopardy champ, 
discussed the origin of coinage in a Money Talks 
presentation at last year’s National Money Show in 
Atlanta, one of the last major coin shows held before 
the pandemic hit. 


Most of us are aware that the first coins were struck 
about 2,700 years ago in Asia Minor. Shutterly gives 
a detailed look at these first bean-shaped attempts at 
coinage. One tiny electrum coin (above), he said, was 
worth two months of food for a family.
